Foreign Aid 
Bill Approved 


Kennedy Measure 


W ins Overwhelm ing 


House Group O kay 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The House Foreign Affairs 
Committee today overwhelm ­ 
ingly approved President Ken­ 
nedy's $4.3 billion foreign aid 
bill. 
The committee took the action 
shortly after congressional lead­ 
ers pledged to refuse any com­ 
promise on a plan to authorize 
long-range financing of a develop­ 
ment loan program 
The committee voted 27 to 4 to 
approve the foreign aid bill after 
the leaders held a breakfast meet­ 
ing with Kennedy at the White 
House. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee approved a similar 
bill last week The Senate is ex­ 
pected to begin debating it later 
today or Wednesday. The House 
version provides 129 million more 
than the Senate bill. 
Both bills, however, authorize a 
borrowing program totaling $9 8 
billion which would not require 
additional congressional action for 
five years 
At the Whiti House and again 
following his committee's sction, 
House foreign relations chairman 
Thomas E Morgan. O-Pa . vowed

promise 
this time ** 
During the meeting with the 
congressional leaders. 
Kennedy 
showed no willingness to com­ 
promise for three years, instead 
of five on his request for the long 
range borrowing authority His 
stand apparently bolstered the 
leaders' determination.

Tries to Seize 


Big Airliner 


OROVILLE. Calif. (UPI) - A 
pisrol-packing midwestemer intent 
on seizing an airliner went ber­ 
serk Monday night aboard a DC3 
passenger plane at an airport, 
fired at passengers and crew 
members and seriously wounded 
two persons. 
Bruce McRae Britt, 40. told au­ 
thorities after he was subdued 
that he got the idea of commin- 
dering the plane from reading 
about the Eastern Air Lines plane 
which was hijacked by a Cuban 
July 24. 
Britt, of Columbus, Ohio, board­ 
ed the Pacific Airlines plane with­ 
out a ticket as it was about to 
take off from Chico Airport to 
San Francisco. 150 miles away. 
But he panicked while the plane 
was still on the ground and fired 
wildly. 
It was not clear why he tried 
to seize the short-hop plane, al­ 
though Britt said he envisioned 
the seizure as a first step toward 
rejoining his wife and daugheter 
in Smackover, Ark. 
Meanwhile, officers held Britt 
for investigation of assault with 
intent to commit murder 
Officials at Sutter Hospital in 
Sacramento, where Cleal was ta­ 
ken for surgery, said the pilot 
emerged from a five-hour opera­ 
tion on his head early today.

M anagem ent m u st share som e o f th e responsibility, too. 


Since U n cle Sam foots th e bill, som e com panies closed th eir 


eyes to feath erb ed d in g and slow -dow ns; gave in to d em an ds 


o f labor bosses n o m atter h ow unreasonable. M anagem ent in 


m any cases agreed to alm ost anything to avoid strikes and 
w a lk o u ts. 


T h ese are not isolated cases; it happened tim e and tim e 


again in base after base. It is a sickening story of union prac­ 
tices in their w orst light. 


E xposure b y th e M cC lellan subcom m ittee has helped p ut 


a stop to som e such practices and w ildcat strikes. B ut th e 


m oney has been lo st—and so has valuable tim e in getting on 
with the m issile program . 


Such disregard of national interest and security b y e le ­ 


m ents o f both labor and m anagem ent should aw aken our 
political leaders, from th e President on dow n, to tire n eed for 


a closer look at procurem ent practices. If th ey take th e trou ­ 


ble to find it—th e elim ination of w aste in governm ent-financed 


program s w ould go a lon g w ay tow ard paying the co st of 


step ped-u p d efen se and m ilitary programs.
